Washing Baby's Hair 


When a baby is born he may or 
may not have hair, The custom 
has been for ages to lather and 
wash his scalp every day. Now, 
unless you feel that it actunily 
needs it, every day is not consid- 
ered necessary. Every other day 
is enough, 

If his scalp is dry-and gets lit- 
tle crusts on it, sometimes brown- 
ish in color, don’t try_to dig it off, 
or. fine-comb it off. Put on a lit- 
tle olive ofl and jet it remain for a 
day. Work it gradually off with 
a soft cloth at next bath time. If 
the baby’s hair is dry and hay-like 
use some good scalp oil frequent- 
ly that your doctor may advise.

SVhen he fs still older, say four 
years old, once a week js a good 
schedule. In hot weather oftener, 
perhaps. Children, of course, have 
different types of hair, Some can 
stand more washing than others. 
But.if there is any sign of dryness 
I would try. less frequent washing 
and n Ittle ald {n the way of ofl, 
The doctor, that mine of informa- 
tion, may be able to suggest some 
treatment if the hair stays too dry 
and too thin.

When is it safe to make a pen- 
alty double?) I don’t believe it 
pays to do fo’ unless you have 
more than one way of defeating 
the contraet. 


For example, if the declarer bids 
forsix-odd and it looks as though 
you have two trump tricks, I don't 
believe that ninkes a safe double. 
You should have another possible 
trick in your hand. ' 


in other words, don’t double a 
contract unless you feel that you 
can set the declarer two tricks— 
then if you'do_ lose one of the 
tricks you are counting on, you are 
sure to set the contract. There is 
ho such thing as on free double. 


However, don't become — dis- 
couraged it the declarer * oc- 
casionally makes a contract which 
you have doubled, because if you 
always set the declarer when you 
double, you are not doubling fre- 
quently enough, Take for-instance 
the following hand—West cannot 
be severely criticised for doubling 
the contract of six hearts, yet Mra 
H. D. Stahl, the former national 
women's champion, of Pittsburgh, 
Pa., made six hearts doubled.

HIGH POSITION. 


The British Empire has held a high 
position in trade, but owing perhaps! 
to over-confidence has tended to sink 
in a slough of conservatism, in spite 
of considerable technical advances in 
‘industry, Where we really have to 
some extent failed is in actual trading. 

Wo have been inclined to stand on 
a past reputation ‘of the excellence 
of our goods, which has always been 
high, and kaye been extraordinarily 
unwilling to investigate changes in 
demand. Suppliers seem to hold the 
view that they should decide on what 
the consumer should take, ignoring 
the adage that he who pays the piper 
hos the right to call the tune... This 
tendency, as for as the Far East is 
concerned, wns recognised by — the 
Keonomie Mission which visited the 
Far Enst over two years ago, and also 
by Mr. Beale, now Commercial Coun- 
rellor to our Peking Legation, who 
drew uttention to it in a report which 
he wrote on trade in Malayn some 
years ago, when I first met him there. 
There is no doubt that many of our 
Jarge suppliers have followed - for- 
tultous methods, and have not ap- 
Precinted the necessity of studying! 
their markets. I think that I ‘can 
truthfully say that great improve- 
ments have now been made in our 
methods. The quallty of our joods 
has always been of a high standard 
and with o better realisation of the 
specin) needs and desires of our 
customers I feel that there is. every 
prospect of a considerable increase in 
trade. If however suppliers wish 
to achieve n maximum of success 1 
think that they should employ what 
I might term. special Trade Com- 
missioners of their own to carry out 
a continuous investigation of the 
necds and desires of thore whose cus- 
tom they wish to retain and develop. 


BRITISH COMMISSIONER.

Team work is called for 
and we should realise that in support- 
ing British industries we make o 
valunble contribution to the solution 
of a diMcult Imperial problem. It is 
essential however that such industries’ 
should aim at efficiency and economy 
and not allow themselves to be lulled 
into a wrong sense of security under 
the impression that if the whole Em- 
pire will buy British-good things will 
become ensy and less effort be neces- 
sary. 


TARIFF QUESTION. 


Our great Empire must be nearly 
self-supporting, and certainly should 
be enpable of being made so. In spite 
of the old tratition of free trade, we 
have been driven to some extent to 
tariffs, but there is a school, and o 
very powerful one, which ia not 
xntisfied that that is the proper line 
to follow, At all events I have no 
hesitation in saying that the imposi- 
tion of tariffs must not be allowed to 
depreciate efficiency ond economy in 
production. Fundamentally it i» most 
important that we should learn to 
produce goods which cun compete 
successfully -with similar goods of 
other countries, and at an economic 
price to the consumer, Tariffs would 
be entirely bad if they were to milltate 
against thix. ‘ 

Hong Kong, while undoubtedly 
growing industrially, is still mainly 
a transit port, and there is no doubt 
in my mind that tariffs would on the 
whole therefore probably do more 
harm than good. It would be fatal 
to impose tariffs to help.one or two 
industries, if by surrendering the 
principle which we have followed 
for many years we were to ruin the 
main trade of the port, 

More over It must be remembered 
that this Colony is not, except to a 
small extont, o primary producer 
and that in regard to its industries it 
is Inrgely dependent on imported 
material In these circumstances [
